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WHO LOVES NATURE?— 


People who live ii: the country, according to a speaker at 
the recent New Orleans meeting of the American N ature Study 
oc cie tv, are not very often in love with nature. 
Farm ers oppose 
me introduction of nature study c c .r e s in schools, farm children 
nave very little interest in the m a u :r and farm folk generally 
look on nature as an enemy rather than as a friendly and beautiful 
aby. 
All of this is probably a bit surprising, although it needn’t 
be. 
I here is little doubt that some of the most impassioned w rit­ 
ing about the beauties of nature comes from people who live in 
city apartments and wouldn’t know a Wheatfield from a cabbage, 
^atch. 
I he man who makes his living by agriculture is not give 
to much talk over the delights of living close to the soil. 
And that is perfectly natural. 
A clear, frosty sprin^ 
morning can be heaven itself to the nature lover; but to the farmoi 
it can mean a ruined fruit crop and the loss of half his year’s in 
come. 
I he vagaries of the weather may delight the city man who 
is on vacation, but they can move the farm er to prayerful objurga 
dons. 
Nevertheless, the countryman’s reluctance to gush abou 
nature’s charms is hardly a true sign that he doesn’t recogniz 
diem and delight in them. 
He know.’, that nautre can be malig­ 
nant as well as lovely, and he doesn’t like to talk about “rural de 
fights,” just as the sailor gets a pain when he hears people speak 
of the “romance of the sea” ; but the countryman is a nature-love- 
at bottom, or he wouldn’t be living in the country. 
bor his rewards are things that do not often get put into 
words. 
They are things he soaks up unconsciously, hardly think­ 
ing about them; the clean freshness of a hilly pasture in a misty 
i awn, the pungent warm th of a filled barn on a w inter’s morning, 
ihe richness of green young wheat on a long slope at sunset, ti 
cool dusk of shadowy lanes down which he sends his cattle to then 
grazing-fields—these things mean more to him than he can eve: 
tell. 
. 
* 
And because he can’t tell about them, , but can only curse 
unseasonable weather, he will always be the despair of nature 
lovers from the city. 


WHEN BOYS RUN A W A Y - 


If they hadn’t takwi a carrier pigeon to tell their parents 
what was happening, those two 16-year-old New Jersey school 
boys who ran away from home to hike to California probably 
would have got no newspaper attention at all. 
As it was, though, 
the oddity of sending a farewell message by pigeon post earne ’ 
them a few lines in most newspapers. 
But it is hard, carrier pigeon or no carrier oigeon, to rear’ 
about school boys who run away from home without feeling 
queer mixture of pity and envy for the runaways. 
They are, . 
of them, so very young and innocent—and those are qualite 
which all of us must pity and envy, in spite of ourselves, to th 
end of our days. 
These particular youngsters were quite true to type. 
They 
wrote back, “we are sick of going to school,” and they added thai 
'a hen they got to California they would speedily make their way 
in the world ; and they expressed there, as well as it can ever be ex­ 
pressed, the trusting confidence, the guileless optimism, of eternal 
youth. 
And we who are older, wiser and less confident, feel a 
trifle sad when we run into such an expression. 
For we have ha: 
to learn how long is the road that reaches from boyhood beyond 
the horizon; how full of rocky hills and dark valleys it is, and 
how disappointing its hard-won vistas often are. 
We have had to learn that to run away and look for a 
brighter prospect on the other side of the mountains is simply to 
hunt disillusionment. 
Youth still has those things to find out for 
itself; and in the process it has to bruise its faith and tear most of 
its optimism to tatters. 
But we have to feel a bit envious, too; for the world which 
one looks at when one is just 16 may be utterly unreal, but it is 
very beautiful. 
Never again will it seem as enchanting as it does 
just then, when any road can lead to a California that never ex­ 
isted, and a hopeful heart can carry one clear to the end. 
We 
have lost that outlook, and very likely we are the better for it; but 
most of us would give all we have and all we are to get it back 
again.

B EV . C. M. BR ANDON ATTACKS 
GAM E AND F IS H PO A C H ER S 
IN A D DR ESS 


COMMISSIONER RACE 
IN DIST. I PROMISES 
SEVERAL ENTRIES 


A scathing attac k on the gam e and 
fish poacher, branding them as “liars, 
cheats and thieves,’’ w as hurled last 
night by the Rev. C. M. B randon, pas­ 
to r of th e St. P au l’s E piscopal church, 
in a fiery address in w hich he out­ 
lined his platform for conservation of 
the gam e and fish resources of the 
B rainerd lake region. 
Speaking before the Lions club, Rev. 
B randon outlined a five-point program 
of conservation. H e believes th a t it 
is a business proposition fo r B rain­ 
erd m erch an ts and assailed tactics of 
the gam e and fish club as being an 
im potent facto r in this com m unity’s 
bid for cooperation from the state 
gam e and fish departm ent. 
Mr. B randon’s five-point program in­ 
cludes th e establishm ent 
of 
a 
fish 
h atchery in B rainerd, th e creation of 
gam e sanctuaries, not p articu larly re­ 
fuges, zoning of iipeciflc lak es for 
spaw ning beds, b etter w arden super­ 
vision and sensible gam e 
and 
fish 
laws. 
C iting the fact th a t it costs approxi­ 
m ately 60 cents for each and every 
fingerling dum ped into stream s and 
lakes, Mr. B randon em phasized the 
need of a fish h atchery here. W ith 
proper contact such as a gam e and 
fish club would have th rough affilia­ 
tion w ith a larger unit, he believes 
th a t a h atch ery would be m ade avail­ 
able. 
S anctuaries w here gam e birds could 
be fed and protected w ould encourage 
and p erpetuate th e 
propagation 
of 
thse birds, he said. 
A g rea ter num ber and a m ore ef­ 
ficient system of gam e protection by 
gam e w ardens would help im m easur­ 
ably, Mr. B randon said. 
Mr. B randon branded th e assertion 
th a t th ere are ju st as m any fish as 
th ere ever w ere as pure im agination. 
“We know th a t the supply is fast di­ 
m inishing and if we don’t ta k e steps 
to protect w h at we have gam e and 
fish in th is com m unity will go the 
way of the buffalo herds, p rairie chick­ 
en flocks and other gam e now alm ost 
extinct,” he stated. 
D iscussion of this question by m em ­ 
bers of th e club preceded Rev. B ran ­ 
don’s talk.
